English Opera-ouse. 
We found Mr. hn ey oe i on Saturday night, in the 
very amusing Farce, called Before Breakfast. We abstained from 
any criticism on the performance of this piece, as our limits, on its 
first representation, were almost occupied by an acceunt of the plot. 
Farces, it is true, are pot exactly cast as they used to be, when Liston 
was constantly the pipe, and Mathews as constantly the skilful musi- 
eian that sounded him “ from his lowest note to the top of his com- 
pass ;” that was, indeed, the golden age of laughter. One now takes 
up his abode at the most easterly, and the other at the most westerly 
of the Royal Theatres, and by no chance do these luminaries ever 
come in conjunction; by and bye, every star, we presume, will literally 
have its own sphere, and a Theatre be- appropriated to the sole use of 
every actor of eminence. This is not the case with Farce only— 
Young, Macready, C. Kemble, and Miss O'Neil, used to perform in 
the same tragedies—but a truce to lectures. After all, if we could 
willingly bestow a Theatre, in entire property, on one, he should be 
Mathews; he carries all the world in bis face, as a Galanti-shew- 
man does on his back, not quite so large as the original, nor exactly 
correct, but very delightful to us grown children ; he never condescends 
to play a single character, or if he does, we are almost disappointed ; 
he must be, at least, as Mrs. Malaprop says, like ‘‘ Mr. Cerberus, 
three gentlemen at once ;”’-—he is a constant plurality, a joint-stock 
company, a body-corporate of acting. In Before Breakfast, by the 
mere assistance of a bonnet, and of altered dialect, he is, to all intents 
and purposes, an English jail-bird, a distressed French nobleman, and 
a thirsty Scotch servant ; his very dress is so well managed, as to be 
either, and all, and his mind seems to undergo more than simple trans- 
migration to inform the three bodies of these very different individuals ; 
his new song is a good specimen of his old style, and, of course, was 
encored ; the trio was very near being honored with the like distinction. 
The other parts of this Farce have been fortunately disposed. Keeley 
is at home in a little bit of nature—a foot-boy crying for his lost place. 
Bartley plays an old testy “ impulsive” knight with great breadth of 
humour. J. Bland sings prettily inthe Lieutenant, and does not act 
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amiss; and Miss Boden is deservedly encored in her song: but, per- 
haps, the'most difficult part falls to the lot of Mr. W. Bennett ; the 
character is not absolutely new to the stage, but enough so to render 
the personification of it an original effort. Major Havannah, the old 
West Indian dandy; too indolent to translate his common-place ideas 
into any other words than “ dear me,” “ ’pon my honour,” and a few 
similar expletives, become in Mr. Bennett’s hands a very true and 
comic picture—we have hopes that the town has.not yet seen this gen- 
tleman to full advantage. Lying made Easy followed; the music is 
very tasteful and pleasing, but the war-song is certainly fitter for 
Pearman or Sapio, than Thorne. As Peter Fidget,'in The Boarding- 
House, Mathews again diverted the audience, especially in the admi-

to say nothing of the boxing-match with Power, who is an excellent 
representative of Young Contract. Keeley was amusing to the ex- 
treme in Spatterdash ; he was as quaint as his similes.—The house was 
filled almost to the roof, and we should anticipate, from the satisfac- 
tion of the audience, that this will be the case to the end of the 
season.
